Report  for  the  Year  1962 . 


To  thie  Chairman  &  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962. 

The  statistical  information  given  later  in  this  report  provides 
a  record  of  the  v/ork  done  by  the  department.  Prom  the  various  tables  you 
will  see  that  the  number  of  Council  Houses  built  during  the  year  has  again 
fallen.  While  considerable  development  is  going  on  in  the  districts  round 
Worcester  and  Malvern,  very  little  or  even  no  building  is  taking  place  in 
the  remoter  areas.  If  the  population  of  these  areas  are  even  to  be  main¬ 
tained  at  a  level  at  which  a  community  can  still  be  said  to  exist,  serious 
consideration  must  be  given  to  their  needs. 

Thirty  five  couples  are  on  the  Council’s  Housing  List,  and  are  living 
with  their  in-laws.  With  their  children  they  total  96  persons.  None  of 
these  families  are  able  to  afford  to  buy  a  house  of  their  own,  even  though 
10Q&  mortgages  may  be  available.  If  a  young  couple  buy  a  house  on  a  mortgage 
of  £3,000  they  have  to  repay  £3  a  week  for  25  years,  which  would  leave  very 
little  for  house  maintenance  and  the  rearing  of  a  family.  So  long  as  there 
were  no  children  in  the  family  it  would  be  all  right,  but  as  soon  as  children 
come  along,  the  repayments  of  the  loan  cannot  be  met,  and  proper  maintenance 
of  the  property  is  no  longer  possible.

This  table  shows  that  102  people  have  survived  81  years  or  over. 

This  prolongation  of  life  means  that  rural  cottages  are  not  becoming 
available  for  young  couples  as  frequently  as  they  were  in  the  past.  I 
must,  therefore,  put  in  a  plea  through  yourselves  for  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Council  Houses  to  be  built  in  the  "Rural”  parishes. 

Some  concern  was  experienced  during  the  year  at  the  dirty  state 
of  milk  churns  returned  to  farmers  from  the  dairies-.  I  am  happy  to  say 
the  situation  is  no  longer  causing  concern,  but  we  continue  to  note  the 
state  of  the  churns  as  they  are  received  from  the  dairies. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  staff  for  their  unstinted  co-operation  during 
the  past  year,  co-operation  which  has  enabled  the  department  to  run 
smoothly  and  has  made  work  a  pleasure.
